A response to 
this June 19, 2 001 Notice was originally due on August 19, 2 001. 
Applicants hereby request a five-month extension of time from 
August 19, 2001 to January 19, 2002.

In addition, applicants submit a Statement in 
Accordance with 37 C.F.R. §1. 821(f), attached hereto as Exhibit F, 
certifying that the computer readable form containing the nucleic 
acid and/or amino acid sequences as required by 37 C.F.R. §1.821 (e) 
contains the same information which is submitted as "Sequence 
Listing" . 

The surcharge under 37 C.F.R. §1.16 (e) for responding to the Notice 
to File Missing Parts of Application is SIXTY FIVE DOLLARS ($65.00) 
for a small entity. Applicants enclose a check for $65.00 for late 
filing of the oath or declaration.
